.Lord Chief-Justice Alverstono. who 


presided at the trial, sentenced Crlp- 
pcfiuto be'hanged on Nov. 15. 


Titerc is, however, 
the strongest 


prejudice in England against the exe- 
cution of a man on purely circumstan- 
tial .evidence, and an incident at Ihe 
close of Crlppen's trial has caused the 
Impression that the jury may have 
recommended a life sentence. 
After 


Crlppeu was sentenced to death, the 
foreman of the Jury handed to the lord 
chief justice a note, after looking at 
which the justice said: 


"That shall be forwarded to 
the 


proper quarter." 


The "proper quarter" might mean 


the,'home secretary, who has juris- 
diction in such matters. 
The jurors 


refused to discuss the Incident. 


The jury was out just thirty min- 


utes. 
When H returned 
and 
an- 


nounced that it had found the defend- 
ant guilty Alverstono ashed the physi- 
cian -if he had anything to say. Crlp- 
jicri replied In a low volco: "I still 
protest my Innocence." 


Crlppen received the death sentence 


with the apparent calmness that char- 
acterized him throughout the trial and 
•which, in fact, has been noticeable 
from the moment of bis arrest. 


He appeared rather nervous during 


the judge's summing up, which was 
strongly against him. 
As Alvcrslone 


mercilessly portrayed his character, 
us developed during the trial, Crlppen 
twirled his thumbs, crossed and re- 
ciY)»sed 
his 
legs 
and 
occasionally 


shuffled his feet. 
However, as soon 


as the chargo had been concluded, the 
prisoner seemed to pull himself to- 
gether. 
When the verdict wr.s an- 


nounced he did not flinch and was In 
ao-need of the protecting arm which a 
warder held out toward him. 


The chief justice then donned the 


block cap that has rested near him 
throughout the, trial and pronounced 
the sentence of death. Addressing the 
condemned man, Alverstone said: 


''You have been convicted on evi- 


dence which can leave no doubt In the 
mind ot any reasonable man that you 
cruelly'raurdered your wife and then 
mutilated her body. 
I advise you to 


entertain no hope that you will es- 
cape the consequences of your crime. 
I Implore you to make your peace with 
Almighty God." 


As the lord chief Justice concluded.

The Declaration 
of Independence 


was first publicly proclaimed in Ports- 
mouth from the steps of the old State 
House on July IS, 1770. This State 
House then st6"od on Market square 
and faced on King street, and at the 
conclusion of the reiding, 1).v accla- 
mation of the people 
present, 
the 


name of the street was changed to 
Congress street. 
Local 
historians 


claim that these steps are now the 
very same ones used at ihe entrance 
of the Daniel Weljster 
house 
on 


Vauglian street, whence they wefe re- 
moved when the old State House was 
dismembered in 1837. 


Tho signing of the declaration is 


regarded by all Americans 
as 
the 


greatest material act of all time. By 
the world at large it is regarded as 
one of the few grea.1 events of his- 
tory. And this brings to. me my par- 
ticular text today. 
General William 


Whippie of Portsmouth, 
for 
whom 


this odioolhouse is named, and ir, 
whose honor this tablet Is today un- 
veiled, and to venerate the memory 
of whom we are here today gathered 
together. 


lie was born across tile river in the 


township of Kittery, in 1730, and died 
in Portsmouth In 1785. His spun of 
life was therefore but fifty-live years. 
Take from that period the twenty- 
nine yeats cf youth and time spent 
sea and you have left the twenty-live 
years into which he crowded 
more 


action, devotion and self sacrifice for 
;he general welfare, than 
is 
com- 


monly allotted to mortals, and more 
•ban could be in the case of any man 
who had less of versatility, industry, 
capacity land righteousness. 
After a 


common school education he went to 
sea in a lowly capacity yet at the age 
o ftwenty-r.ine, when he abandoned 
the sea as a profession, he had risen 
to lie iflnk cf master or captain and 
had sailed all .the known seas. 


At the asc of thirty he is found in 


business witb his brother in 
Ports- 


mouth, and this business they cor.- 
ti-actcd successfully and wivhou'. inter- 
ruption until 1774 at which time Wil- 
liam Whipple, then being forty-four 
years of age, saw clearly a conflict 
over the separation and independence 
of the colonies was not far oft. 


General Whipple lost no time in es- 


pousing the patriot cause. In Janu- 
ary, 1775 we find him elected by the 
people of Portsmouth to the Provin- 
cial Assembly or General Court, no 
be held at Exeter In Slay, 1775 we 
find him made a member of the Pro- 
vincial Committee of Safety.
